Then, and not until then, was it 
known definitely that Porter Brind­ 
ley, of Hartaelle, 
had nosed H T. 
Lile of Trinity out in the race for 
representative by only 33 votes, that 
Kyle for member of the county board 
of education had distanced Rountree 
by 24 votea, that Davia for sheriff 
had won over Davidson by 139 first 
choice votes, with eleven extra sec 
ond choice votea to spare, and that 
Ferris for judge of the inferior court 
of Decatur had defeated Williams by 
the narrow margin of five votes. 
The official count determined the 
fact that Brandon had carried 
the 
county by 355 first and second choice 
votea combined*, that John H. Bank 
head had received 1,371 
votes for

(International News Service) 
W ashington, Aug. 16.— A fter two 
months work, the $8,000,000,000 w ar

the McAdoo w ar tax profits plan, or 
cling to the Kitchin* system. 
As the bill stands today it will 
bring half a billion dollars less than 
the $8,000,000,000 minimum. 
Indi­ 
cations were today that the MeAdoo 
plan will be accepted. 
T1|S income taxes under the new 
plan *will range from 3 per cent on 
incomes of from $5,000 to $7,000 per 
year to taxes of 75 per cent on in­ 
comes exceeding $5,000,000 per year. 
Automobile owners of cars of less 
than 23 horsepower are taxed $10; 
23 to 30 horsepower, $20; 31 to 40 
horsepower, $80; over 40 horsepower 
$50. 
In addition the owner of a gas 
car m ust pay 2 cents t^x on every 
gallon of gasoline. 
Electric 
cars 
pay $5 per horsepower and 50 cents 
for each 100 pounds of weight. 
A tax of $10 must be paid by each 
retail establishm e^' doing a business 
of more than $2,< 0 per year. 
This 
also applies to pro fessional men. The 
tobacco tax is doubled.

form of scrip books, interchangeable 
with any other railroad. 
Scrip books were adopted by the 
United States railroad 
adm inistra­ 
tion a t the tim e the issuance bf mile­ 
age books was discontinued two or 
three m onths ago, but none had been 
issued by the Louisville and N ash­ 
ville. 
These new script books, to be is­ 
sued August 20, wjll be good for $30 
in transportation, and on September 
15 another scrip book good for $15 
will be placed on sale. 
The $30 book 
will contain 980 coupons of the vfjoe 
of 3 cents eaqíi, and 60 coupons of 
the value of 1 cent each. 
The $15 
book will contain 490 coupons of the 
value of 3 cents each and 30 coupons 
of the value of I cent each. 
The 
war tax must be paid at the time the 
books are sold. 
On the $30 books 
the war tax will be $2.40 and on the 
$15 book $1.20.
